London. Nov. 17.—The British Labor Party issued a manifesto 
to the electors of the country to-day. Premier Baldwin is to issue 
the manifesto of bis party this evening. The Liberals also are ex¬ 
pected to issue a manifesto, so the i>eople will have plenty of 
political food to assimilate over the week-end. 

In his manifesto. Premier Baldwin, it is, expected, will put the 
electorate in possession of the main features of his tariff proposals, 
showing at the same time how he means to fill in the blank cheque 
which, in the words of his opponents, he is demanding of the 
country. One of the changes Mr. Baldwin is projecting, according 
to present speculations, is an all-round ten per cent- duty on im¬ 
ported mamUactures, which it is figured would yield a revenue 
of i23.ood.ooo. 

In its manifesto the Labor Party 
Appeals to the nation in a' challenge 
of the Baldwin Government’*! tariff 
policy and the whole conception of 
economic relations underlying it. it 
argues that tariffs. Instead of rem¬ 
edying unemployment, will foster a 
spirit of profiteering, materialism 
and selfishness, and thus will per¬ 
petuate the Inequalities in the distri¬ 
bution of the world's wealth which 
Labor means to remo\e. 

CLAIM TO KNOW REMEDY 

The manifesto claims the party has 
a positive remedy for unemployment 
through the operation of ^national 
schemes for productive work, with 
adequate maintenance for those who 
can not obtain Employment to earn a 
livelihood .for-,,themselves and their 
families.. ThcA© schemes include the 
establishment gf a national system 
of electrical power supply: the de¬ 
velopment of road, rail and canal 
transport and improvement of the 
natural resources: land drainage, 
reclamation- and-reforestation; tow n 
planning and housing schemes, all of 
which, it is argued, will be invest¬ 
ment*. for the future as well as a 
remedy for the present situation.

The new order, which will come 
Into force November 20, does not 
make any change In the minimum 
wage of $14 a week which must be 
paid to experienced femsle workers. 
It sets out a new scale of rate, how¬ 
ever. for women and girls learning 
various crafts and fixes the period 
during which they shall be consid¬ 
ered inexperienced. This period 
varies according to the nature of 
the employment, ranging from six 
to eighteen months, and a sliding 
scale of lower wages Is provided 
for. until the full legal minimum la 
rruched. If. however, a girl la ap¬ 
prenticed under indentures approved 
by the Minimum Wage Hoard to the 
skilled trades, the wage schedule does 
not apply. 

About S00 manufacturing firms In 
the Province who employ female help 
will be affected by the new order. 
To each of these firnis a copy of 
the order has been sent, and they 
are required, under a penulty. to post 
It In their place of business. In such 
a position that It can be convenient I y 
referred to by the employees 

The new order has been made by 
the Board following lengthy negotl- I 
attons. The original order, made a 
few years ago. Was found by experi¬ 
ence to be somewhat rigid In its 
application lo inexperienced help.

Col. Davlea. questioned, said that j 
ths Settlement hoard had a total of 
11.900.000 out on loans. 

He gave as “misappropriation of 
monies" one of the difficulties ths 
board had to contend with. 

By this, he explained, he meant*the 
burden on farmers who now have to 
pay off speculative profits on high- 
priced land t»ought In boom days and 
who use the money loaned them to do 
so. He cited one case where a far¬ 
mer was using money Irianed to him 
by the Oovemmene on his land, to 
run a store. 

"In loaninr'on high prices we would 
be only aiding and abetting high 
prtrea and I don't believe In It." Col. 
Davies said. 

Col. Davies explained rural credit* 
avstem* In force in various provinces 
of Canada and various part* of ths 
world He told of the Quebec co¬ 
operative system which started In a 
small local way. 

“The trouble Is that the banks are 
required under the J»ank act to con¬ 
tinually worry the farmer to pay off 
hfs advances and force him to sell 
hi* goods." Col. Davies went on. 
•And no the Government has to come 
to the farmer's aid with a longer 
termed loan than what the banl{» will 
give 

"The need now Is for Information. 
In B.C. we are not Informed at all on 
agricultural credits^ ..The..people here 
are hot auFficTentYy Informed yet to 
boar up a co-operative credit sys¬ 
tem." v 

Col. Davies said that In the end 
rural credit* helped the hank as ths 
farmer# are drawn together into Im¬ 
proved community life.

Closer and closer to the settlements 
they come until It is no uncommon 
sight to find the wild creatures of 
Nature right inside the fences of 
mankind, preying on domestic flocks 
of birds and the smaller animals. 

The birds and the beasts of the 
fields have, only instinct to guide 
them in their provision for the fu¬ 
ture. Yet a kind Nature guides 
them unerringly In their efforts.

I A necessity in war time when 
1 large tracts of country had to be 
bridged with message*. Wireles s in 
this age ia beginning to cjrnie into 
an era of active development that 
means, say experts, great progress 
for the future. While wireless con¬ 
certs and radio programmes are In¬ 
teresting to the Individual they nre 
the lighter side of the wireless re¬ 
search work. 

Wireless already Is one of the 
modern genii which man calls to hla 
bidding. It is the winged Mercury 
that files through apace to carry 
man s message to his fellow man; on 
land or sea at a distance varying up 
to thousands of miles. The wire¬ 
less telephone brought in a stage 
of development long desired in that 
it put the ind ividual in touch by 
word with hja neighbor, instead of 
depending on tha cold precise terms 
of a telegram. How much further 
the wirel©fi~telephone will be de¬ 
veloped Is hard to determine. 

Already the spoken word has been 
flashed from Great Britain to this 
continent across the broad lanes of 
the Atlantic. Ships many hundreds 
of miles apart at sea have "spoken 
to each other” in a very real sense. 
Pilots of aeroplanes flying far ahova 
the surface of the land have com¬ 
municated In speech with each other 
and with Stations on the ground. 

It Is perhaps in wireless direction 
w-ork that the new science finds Its 
most useful field. Ships to-day may 
navigate narrow, strange channels 
with perfect safety even though fog¬ 
bound. steered in compass directions 
flashed from the shore. It is not 
generally known that aeroplanes can 
be steered at night over long 
stretches of strange and unknown 
country solely by means of "listen¬ 
ing-in” to the transmission of wire- 
lets stations operating on land. 

Direction finding wireless Is oper¬ 
ated on the basis of trlsngulatton. 
A simple way of understanding thla 
would be to draw a triangle on a 
sheet of paper. The three peaks of 
I he triangle form angles, one with 
the other, these angles being formed 
by the lines drawn between, or tha 
sides of the triangle. 

Supposing, for example, that tha 
peaks of the triangle * ore wireless 
stations on shore, whose call letters 
and signals were well known. Then

Of course, t here. Is a more direct 
method anil That - !* to have land 
stati<m* measure the signals of ths 
station requiring a position and tell 
such station the result, but the re¬ 
verse holds true likewise. It is 
interesti ng to know that pilots of 
aircraft In the war flew many hun¬ 
dreds of miles over land at night 
guiding their craft by the signals 
transmitted by wireless stations 
even on the enemy's side of the line. 

All this Is possible because wire¬ 
less waves In the ether will operate 
better in one direction than another, 
when aent out by an aerial of any 
given type. The aerial. In theory, 
is swung around the quarters of a 
circle until the signals are loudest, 
then the signals are coming from ths 
direction In which that aerial re¬ 
ceives best. This knowledge is re¬ 
ferred to a compass and the exact 
position on the land Is made out. 

Only In Its Infancy yet. wireless 
to-day can give a ship Its position 
at sea: locate R lost aircraft lo the 
blue vault of. the heavens; carry \ 
sermon to country congregations at 
maybe hundreds of mile.; distance, 
and even steer moving vehicles on 
land, wateF. or in the air from a 
relatively great range. What will bs 
the wireless wonders of to-morrow?

Duncan. Nov. If—“It is a pleasure 
to be able to report that once again 
Duncan takes firit rank amongst the 
city municipalities of the Province 
as havinr the lowest tax rate of *ny 
city In British Columbia, and holds 
that 'position by a large margin.”

No further action was taken by' 
th<* OKy ClwmcO in Public v 
Uommittee yesterday in connection 
with the terms of the resolution to 
amend the Railway Board’s order for 
ths uas of ths railway section of ths 
'Johnson Street Bridge, but two 
opinions from officials on ths mat¬ 
ter w*re received. 

Alderman Woodward moved that 
the City Solicitor should be asked to 
oppose the application when the 
Railway Board sat in Victoria. 

The alderman pointed out that 
there was nothing in the letters pre¬ 
sented by the Solicitor and Engineer 
adverse to the attitude adopted by 
the Council. The Solicitor had said 
there was nothing binding the city 
to regard the bridge as part of the 
station. 

Alderman Sangster. who was in 
the chair, said for his part he would 
not mind if the train reached from 
Victoria to Russell Station. 

Alderman Todd again . declared 
himself opposed to any change of the* 
resolution adopted by the aldermen 
some weeks ago In conformity with 
the 'agreement between the city and 
railway company; and incorporated 
into the 1919 by-law. If the naviga¬ 
tion Interests felt themselves ag¬ 
grieved, said the alderm&n. they could 
make their represent at lotui “"before 
the Railway Board. 

Alderman Sargent asked the 
Council to ^efer action until Mon¬ 
day.-to enable the aldermen to con¬ 
sider the opinions, a course- which 
was approved unanimously, after 
Alderman Gillespie had made ths re¬ 
mark that If the longer period 
sought by the railway company waa 
approved, the Upper Harbor was ab¬ 
solutely going to be spoiled.
